The rage of the people about that 
place increaſed ſo much, that the Sailors for their 
owne fafetie, were forced to leaue the proteQi- 
on of himz and then the multitude purſued him 
trough Coliman-firect- to the 01d 1uric, no houle 
being abl:, nor daring to giue him proreQtion, 
though hee Had attempred many, Foure Conſta- 
bles were there raifed ro appeaſe the tumule ; who 
all coo late-for his fatety brought him to rhe Coun- 
ter in the Poultrey, where he was beſtowed vppon 
the comm2und-of the Lord Mator. For betore 
bee was brought thither , the people had had him -. 
downe, and with ſtones and cudgels, and other 
weapons had fo beaten him, that his skull was bro- 
ken, one of his eyes hung out of his head, and all . 
partes of his body bruiſed and wounded ſo much, 
that no part was left to receiue a wound, VVhere- 
upon (although Surgeons in vaine were ſent for) 
hee ncuer ſpoke a word, but lay languiſbing vnill 
Eight aclocke the next morning, and then dyed, 
This. lamentable end of life had Do@or Joke 
Lambe, who before prophecied (although hee were 


confident hee ſhould eſcape Hanging,) that ar laft 
he ſhould die a violent death, On Sunday follow- 


ing, heewas buried in the new Church-yard neere 
Byhops-gate. .- ,
